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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
L The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Brusky US 
6,285,406 in view of Kim US 6,044,473 in view of Arnold US 6,289,452. 



As per claims 1, 3 and 5, 7 Brusky teaches a terminal with a control unit, ( Col 5 lines 18- 
21). Brusky teaches a power supply control unit supplying various components with 
power, (Col 5 lines 21-25, 51-57). Brusky teaches that when the power switch is turned 
off, power supply control unit controls supplying power called to complete downloading 
data, (Col 5 lines 50-55). 

Brusky does not teach the power switch is in a casing. 

Kim teaches a terminal with a switch to change the power status when the casing of the 
terminal is closed, (Col 3 lines 1-16). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the laptop with the 
power switch as the terminal of Brusky because the laptop is portable. 

Brusky does not teach downloading encrypted content and a decryption key. 
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Arnold teaches downloading encrypted content and a license key from a server, (Col 2 
lines 5-10). Arnold teaches that the key is used to decrypt said encrypted content, (Col 2 
lines 25-30). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the downloading of 
encrypted content with the download of Brusky, because the encryption would provide 
security for transactions. 

As per claims 2, 4, 6, and 8 the Brusky-Kim combination teaches that the user terminal 
will suspend when the hd is closed, if there isn't modem communications, (Kim Col 3 
lines 1-16), (Brusky Col 5 lines 30-36, 50-55). 

Conclusion
